to amend the Kerala Fishermen Welfare Societies Act, 1980. 

Preamble . — WHEREAS it is expedient to amend the Kerala Fisher 
men Welfare Societies Act, 1980 for the purposes hereinafter appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Thirty-fourth year of the Republic of India 
as follows: 


1 . Short title and commencement.— ( 1 ) This Act may be called the 
Kerala Fishermen Welfare Societies (Amendment) Act, 1983 . 


(2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 4th day of 
June, 1983. 


2. Amendment of section 9. - In section 9 of the Kerala Fishermen 
Welfare Societies Act, 1980 (7 of 1981) (hereinafter referred to as the 
principal Act), 

(i) to sub-section (1), the following proviso shall be added , 
namely : 

" Provided that the first committee after the commencement of 
this Act, of every society shall consist of not less than six and not more 
than ten members nominated by the Government." ; 


sub - section (4 ), 


the following proviso shall be added , 


(ii) to 
namely: 


" Provided that a member of the first committee after the commence 
ment of this Act shall hold office for a period of three years from the 
date of his nomination ." . 


3. Amendment of section 10. - In section 10 of the principal Act, 
after sub-section (2 ), the following sub- section shall be inserted, namely : 

" ( 3 ) The Government may remove from office any member of 
the first committee after the commencement of this Act, wiro 

(a) is or has become subject to any of the disqualifications 
mentioned in sub- section (1) ; or 


( b ) is absent without leave of the committee for more than 
three consecutive meetings of the committee : 


Provided that no such member shall be removed on the ground 
mentioned in clause (a ) without giving him an opportunity of being 
heard." . 


4. Repeal and saving.- ( 1) The Kerala Fishermen Welfare Societies 
(Amendment) Ordinance , 1983 (23 of 1983 ), is hereby repealed . 

(2 ) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or deemed to 
have been done or any action taken or deemed to have been taken 
under the principal Act as amended by the said Ordinance shall be 
deemed to have been done or taken under the Principal Act as amended 
by this Act.

to amend the Kerala Tolls Act, 1976 . 

Preamble . - WHEREAS it is expedient to amend the Kerala Tolls Act, 
1976 , for the purpose hereinafter appearing ; 

Be it enacted in the Thirty - fourth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows : 
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1. Short title and commencement.-- This Act may be called the Kerala 
Tolls (Amendment) Act, 1983 . 

(2) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 23rd day of 
November, 1983. 

2. Amendment of section 3.- In section 3 of the Kerala Tolls Act, 1976 
(6 of 1977 ) (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), to sub -section (1), 
the following proviso shall be added , namely : 

“ Provided that if the Government are of opinion that it is necessary in 
the public interest so to do, they may, by notification in the Gazette, specify 
any bridge in respect of which no toll shall be leviable under this sub -section ": 

3. Repeal and saving.- (1 ) The Kerala Tolls (Amendment) Ordinance, 
1983 (41 of 1983), is hereby repealed . 

(2 ) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action taken 
under the principal Act as amended by the said Ordinance shall be deemed 
to have been done or taken under the principal Act as amended by this Act. 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
Sub -section (1 ) of section 3 of the Kerala Tolls Act, 1976 (6 of 1977 ) 
provides that the Government may levy a toll on every motor vehicle entering 
a bridge constructed wholly or partly at the expense of the Government 
and declared open for traffic after the 1st day of January , 1976. A number of 
representations against the collection of toll on motor vehicles passing over 
the Calicut Railway Overbridge were received . Collection of toll on motor 
vehicles passing over a Railway Overbridge in a busy city like Calicut will 
not only put the public to a lot of inconvenience but also may result in traffic 
blockade. Arranging for collection of toll on the over bridge at Calicut 
without causing much inconvenience to the public was impracticable also . 

Therefore , it was considered necessary to amend sub -section (1) of section 3 
of the Kerala Tolls Act, 1976 , enabling the Government to exempt collection 
of toll in respect of any bridge in the public interest . 

2 . As the Legislative Assembly was not in session and as immediate 
action in the matter was considered necessary, The Kerala Tolls (Amend 
ment) Ordinance, 1983 (41 of 1983) was promulgated by the Governor on the 
23rd day of November, 1983. The Bill seeks to replace the Ordinance by 
an Act of the State Legislature . 

FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 
The Bill , if enacted and brought into operation would not involve any 
expenditure from the Consolidate Fund of the State . 

MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 


The new proviso proposed to be a lded to sub -section (1) of section 3 
of the Kerala Tolls Act, 1976 , by clause 2 of the Bill seeks to empower the 
Government to specify, by notification in the Gazette , any bridge in respect 
of which no toll shall be leviable under sub -section (1 ) of section 3 of the 
Act . 


The inatter in respect of which notification may be issued is a matter of 
administrative nature. The delegation of legislative power is , therefore, of 

normal character .

Preamble. — WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend te 
Abkari Act, 1 of 1077, for the purposes hereinafter appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Thirty -fourth Year of the Republic of 
India as follows : 
1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1 ) This Act 

may be 
called the Abkari (Amendment) Act, 1983. 

(2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 3rd 
day of November, 1983. 


2. Amendment of section 57. - In section 57 of the Abkari 
Act, 1 of 1077 (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act) , in 
clause ( a ) , - 

(i) for the words " any noxious drug " , the words " any 

drug , other than a noxious drug," shall be substituted ; 
(ü ) after the words "any article prohibited " , the brackets 

and words “ (other than an article which the Govern 

ment shall deem to be noxious) ” shall be inserted . 
3. Insertion of new sections 57A and 57B . - After section 57 of 
the principal Act, the following sections shall be inserted , namely : 

" 57A . For adulteration of liquor or intoxicating drug with 
noxious substances , etc.- (1 ) Whoever mixes or permits to be 
mixed any noxious substance or any substance which is likely to 
endanger human life or to cause grievous hurt to human beings, 
with any liquor or intoxicating drug shall, on conviction , be 
punishable, -- 

( i) if, as a result of such act, grievous hurt is caused to 

any person , with imprisonment for a term which shall 
not be less than two years but which may extend to 
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imprisonment for life , and with fine which may extend 

to fifty thousand rupees ; 
( ii) if, as a result of such act, death is caused to any person , 

with death or imprisonment for a term which shall not 
be less than three years but which may extend to 
imprisonment for life, and with fine which may extend 

to fifty thousand rupees ; 
(iii ) in any other case, with imprisonment for a term which 

shall not be less than one year, but which may extend 
to ten years, and with fine which may extend to twenty 

five thousand rupees. 
Explanation .-- For the purposes of this section and section 57B , 
the expression " grievous hurt" shall have the same meaning as in 
section 320 of the Indian Penal Code , 1860 (Central Act 45 of 1860) . 

( 2 ) Whoever omits take reasonable precautions to prevent 
the mixing of any noxious substance or any substance which is 
likely to endanger human life or to cause grievous hurt to human 
beings, with any liquor or intoxicating drug shall , on conviction , 
be punishable , 

( i) if as a result of such omission , grievous hurt is caused 

to any person , with imprisonment for a term which shall 
not be less than two years but which may extend to 
imprisonment for life, and with fine which may extend 

to fifty thousand rupees ; 
(ii ) if as a result of such omission , death is caused to any . 

person , with imprisonment for a term which shall not 
be less than three years but which may extend to 
imprisonment for life, and with fine which may extend 

to fifty thousand rupees ; 
( iii) in any other case, with imprisonment for a term which 

shall not be less than one year but which may extend 
to ten years , and with fine which may extend to 

twenty - five thousand rupees . 
( 3 ) Whoever possesses any liquor or intoxicating drug in which 
any substance referred to in sub- section ( 1 ) is mixed , knowing that 
such substance is mixed with such liquor or intoxicating drug shall, 
on conviction , be punishable with imprisonment for a term which 
shall not be less than one year but which may extend to ten years , 
and with fine which may extend to twenty - five thousand rupees . 

(4 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Code of Criminal 
Procedure , 1973 (Central Act 2 of 1974 ) , no person accused 
convicted of an offence under sub- section (1 ) or sub -section (2 ) or 


or 
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sub -section (3 ) shall, if in custody, be released on bail or on his 
own bond, unless 

(a ) the prosecution has been given an opportunity to oppose 

the application for such release , and 
(b ) where the prosecution opposes the application , the court 

is satisfied that there are reasonable grounds for 

believing that he is not guilty of such offence . 
(5 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Indian Evidence 
Act, 1872 (1 of 1872) , – 

( a ) where a person is prosecuted for an offence under sub 

section ( 1 ) or sub -section ( 2 ) , the burden of proving that 
he has not mixed or permitted to be mixed or, as the case 
may be, omitted to take reasonable precautions to prevent 
the mixing of, any substance referred to in that sub 
section with any liquor or intoxicating drug shall be on 

him ; 
(b ) where a person is prosecuted for an offence under sub 

section ( 3 ) for being in possession of any liquor or 
intoxicating drug in which any substance referred to in 
sub -section ( 1 ) is mixed, the burden of proving that he 
did not know that such substance was mixed with such 

liquor or intoxicating drug shall be on him . 
57B . Order to pay compensation.-- ( 1 ) Notwithstanding anything 
contained in the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973 (Central Act 2 
of 1974 ) , the court when passing judgment in a case falling under 
section 57A may, if it is satisfied that death or grievous hurt has 
been caused to any person or persons by consumption of liquor or 
intoxicating drug sold in any place licensed under this Act, order the 
licensee of that place , whether or not he is convicted of an offence 
under the said section , to pay, by way of compensation , such amount 
as it appears to be just , to the legal representatives of the deceased 
or to the person or persons to whom grievous hurt has been caused . 

( 2 ) Any person aggrieved by an order under sub -section ( 1 ) 
may within ninety days from the date of the order , prefer an appeal 
to the High Court : 

Provided that no such appeal shall lie unless the amount ordered 
to be paid under sub -section ( 1 ) is deposited in the court which 
passed such order : 

Provided further that the High Court may entertain the appeal 
after the expiry of the said period of ninety days if it is satisfied 
that the appellant was prevented by sufficient cause from preferring 
the appeal in time." . 


4. Repeat and saving .— (1) The Abkari (Amendment ) Ordinance , 
1983 (37 of 1983), is hereby repealed . 

(2 ) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action 
taken under the principal Act as amended by the said Ordinance shall be 
deemed to have been done or taken under the principal Act as amended by 
this Act.

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THE KERALA PROVISIONAL COLLECTION OF REVENUES 


BILL , 1983 


(Report of Subject Committee ) 


Subject Committee VIII - Economic Affairs - to which the Kerala 
Provisional Collection of Revenues Bill, 1983 was referred , considered 
the Bill clause by clause and submits this, its report with the Bill 
as reported by the Committee annexed thereto . 


2. The Kerala Provisional Collection of Revenues Bill, 1983 was 
published as a Gazette Extraordinary dated November 28 , 1983. The 
Bill was introduced in the Assembly on December 6 , 1983 and was 
referred to the Committee on December 8 , 1983. 


3. The Committee considered the Bill clause by clause at its 
sitting held on December 12 , 1983. The Committee recommends 
to adopt the bill with the following modification . 

The following sub clause may be added to clause 5 as Sub clause 
(3 ) namely : 

" ( 3 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub -section ( 1 ) 
or sub-section ( 2 ) , the amount to be refunded under this section may, 
at the option of the person entitled to the refund, be adjusted against 
any tax , duty, cess , fee or other revenue which is , or may become 
recoverable, from such person . 

4. The rote of Dissent received from Smt. K. R. Gouri is here 
inafter added .

MONUTES OF DISSENT 


This bill cannot be justified by citing as precedent, the central 
enactments . Although the Central Act of 1931 is termed as the 
Provisional Collection of Taxes Act, its provisions are limited to 
enabling government to collect only now , tax revenues namely cus 
toms and central excise duties . Therefore taxes as such are not 
enabled to be collected and tax laws therefore will not naturally be 
included for amendment by the provisions of the Finance Bill. 

2. It is therefore doubtful whether tax can be collected without 
a specific law for the purpose as required by article 265 of the Con 
stitution of India . 


3. Amendment of several tax laws in a consolidated legislation 
will certainly affect the depth and seriousness of the discussion that 
is required for amendment of each tax law . Relevant points are 
likely to be overlooked . This will not be conducive to a fruitful 
processing inside the House. The present bill will directly lead to 
such a situation when the finance bill will be presented in the house 
year by year. 

4. Powers vested in severalministers are now for the time being 
and also every year will be handled by the Finance Minister. This 
is not conducive to good relation particularly when a coalition mini 
stry is in office. The statement that it will be placed before the 
council of ministers will not solve the problem . The minister 
concerned is entitled and is necessary to pilot the particular taxa 
tion bill both to the advantage of the M. L. As. and the tax payers .

BILL , 1983

BILL 


to provide for the immediate effect for a limited period of provisions in Bills for giving 

effect to budget proposals . 

Preamble. - WHEREAS the proposals relating to imposition or increase of 
taxes, duties, cesses, fees and other revenues in the budget speech for each 
financial year have to be given effect to with effect from the commencement 
of the financial year to which those proposals relate ; 

BE it enacted in the Thirty-fourth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows: 

1. Short title. — This Act may be called the Kerala Provisional 
Collection of Revenues Act, 1983 . 


2. Definitions. In this Act, 

(a ) " declared provision " means a provision in a Bill in respect of 
which a declaration has been made under section 3 ; 

(b ) " Legislative Assembly " means the Legislative Assembly of the 
State of Kerala . 

3 . Power to make declarations under this Act. - Where a Bill to be 
introduced in the Legislative Assembly on behalf of the Government provides 
for the imposition or increase of any tax , duty, cess , fee or other revenue, the 
Governmentmay cause to be inserted in the Bill a declaration that it is expe 
dient in the public interest that any provision of the Bill relating to such imposi. 
tion or increase shall have effect from the 1st day of April following the date of 
introduction of the Bill. 


Effect declarations under this Act and duration thereof:-(1) A 
declared provision shallhave the force of law on the 1st day ofApríl following 
the date on which the Bill containing it is introduced in the Legislative 
Assembly 
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(2 ) A declared provision contained in a Bill shall cease to have the 
force of law under the provisions of this Act, 

(a) when it comes into operation as an enactment with or without 

amendment; or 
(b ) when the Government, in pursuance of a motion passed by the 

Legislative Assembly, directs, by notification in the Gazette, 

that it shall cease to have the force of law ; or 
(c) if ithas not already ceased to have the force of law under clause 

(a ) or clause (b ), then on the expiry of one hundred and twenty 
days from the 1st day of April following the date on which the 

Bill containing it was introduced . 
5. Certain refundsto bemadewhen declaration ceases to have effect.- ( 1) Where 
a declared provision comes into operation an enactment in an amended 
form before the expiry of the period referred to in clause (c) of sub-section (2 ) 
of section 4 , refunds shall be made of all taxes , duties, cesses, fees and other 
revenues collected which would not have been collected if the provision adopted 
in the enactment had been the declared provision : 

Provided that the rate atwhich refunds of any tax , duty, cess , fee or other 
revenue may be made under this sub-section shall not exceed the difference 
between the rate ofsuch tax , duty, cess, fee or other revenue proposed in the 
declared provision and the rate of such tax , duty, cess, fee or other revenue in 
force immediately before the 1st day of April following the date of introduction 
of the Bill. 

(2) Where a declared provision ceases to have the force of law under 
clause (b ) or clause (c) ofsub -section (2 ) of section 4 , refundsshall be made of 
all taxes, duties , cesses, fees and other revenues collected which would not have 
been collected if the declaration in respect of it had not been made. 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub section (1) or 
sub section (2 ), the amount to be refunded under this section may , at the 
option of the person entitled to the refund, be adjusted against any tax . 
duty , cess, fee or other revenue which is, or may become recoverable, from 


such person . 


6. Repeal. - The Kerala Provisional Collection of Revenues Ordinance 
1983, (32 of 1983), is hereby repealed .
